Spring 2021 Statewide Assessment Results: Dynamic Learning Maps and
ACCESS and Alternate ACCESS for ELLs

The New Jersey Department of Education (NJDOE) would like to thank all districts for making the spring 2021
assessment administration of the DLM and the ACCESS and Alternate ACCESS for ELLs a success under
unprecedented circumstances.

District Receipt of Individual Student Reports (ISRs)
By September 10, 2021, paper ISRs for the Dynamic Learning Maps (DLM) and ACCESS and Alternate ACCESS for
ELLs assessments will be distributed to district central offices.

ISRs will be sent to both the sending and receiving districts for students who receive instruction at a school other
than their accountable school. Once districts receive the ISRs, a copy should be immediately mailed to
parents/guardians.

Reporting Recommendations and Requirements
The NJDOE strongly encourages school and district leaders to review, analyze and discuss all assessment results
with staff as soon as possible.

Districts must report statewide assessment results to local school boards within 60 days of receipt (November
9, 2021). This includes the DLM, ACCESS for ELLs, and Alternate ACCESS for ELLs results. The report must include
aggregated and disaggregated subgroup data and appropriate intervention strategies.? The number of students (N
size) for reporting is a minimum of 10 as per suppression rules applied to student data to protect student
confidentiality. Districts must complete this reporting to meet the NJQSAC requirements for board reporting in
the 2021-2022 school year. When publicly reporting assessment results, consideration should be given to the
impacts of COVID-19 on learning and testing conditions, as well as the impact on student participation in the
assessments, which were required to be administered in person.

Assessment results should be carefully interpreted in combination with additional indicators of achievement,
considering local education conditions.
